Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 28.—The Senate 
sat six hours to-day, and the Republicans gain- 
ed a substantial advantage. During every hour 
of the protracted session which ended yester- 
day the Republicans seemed to be at a disad- 
vantage, and when the Senate adjourned the 
indications were that the hopes of the Demo- 
erats would be realized, and that Butler, of 
South Carolina, would be seated. It was no- 
ticed that the Democrats were less exultant 
this morning. There had been rumors, appar- 
ently based upon good ‘authority, that Davis, of 
Dilinois, would yote against Butler upon the 
merits of the case. The Democrats were uncer- 
tain of their hold upon Conover. The main re-

HAD REASON TO BE UN AIN. 
The contest between the opposing forces was 
commenced directly the journal w read. 
Wadleigh, Chairman of the Ulections Com- 
mittee, having charge of the Kellogg case, 
made the expected motion to proceed, as a 
privileged. question, to the consideration of 
that case over that of Butler. Mr. Wadleigh’s 
motion was founded upon the evident fact that 
the Kellogg case had priority on the calendar. 
That was the single point the Republicans had 
gained by their night session. The Chair ruled 
Wadleigh’s motion in order. The Democrats 
appealed from the decision of the Chair, and 
were surprised to find that the Vice-President 
was sustained by one majority, the vote being 
20 ayes to 28 noes.

The windows are doubie-grated, and four iron 
doors will have to be passed befgre curious 
strangers can be admitied tothe presence of 
this champion of crime. The entire half of 
the jail was cleared of prisoners, and Rande 
was given the second cell ih the lower range. 
No communication is possible between him and 
other inmates of the prison, a stout stone wall 
dividing the jail in two for its entire length. 

THE OBLL 
is of the ordinary kind, the walls and flooring of 
solid stone, and the door of three-quarter-ioch 
iron bars, closely set. Additional security is 
obtained by means of a bar and lever, which 
locks all the cells in one Tier at the same mo- 
ment. During the forenoon a great many citi- 
zens visited the jail and conversed freely with 
Rande. Nu itsposition was shown to insult the 
prisoner, who, on his part, returned civil answers 
enough to the questions put. 

THE SPECIAL GRAND JURY, 

which has been in session since Monday, re- 
turned into court at 8 o’clock and presented an 
indictment in due form against him. It is in 
the ordinary form of an indictment for, murder, 
and contains two counts, each charging the kill- 
ing of Charles Belden on Aug. 5, 1877, by one 
Frank Rande, alias Frank Durande. After the 
return of the indictment into court, the Grand 
Jury in a body went to tif jail to visit Rande, 
where a half-hour was passed in friendly con- 
versation.

A TRIP FROM ‘CAIRO TO ALEXAN- 


m, O 


We embarked towards evening; the wind was 
favorable, the sails well filled, and in a short 
time obscurity. veiled the edifices of Cairo aud 
the Port of Boolak. Our boatmen, seated at 
the foot of the masts, seemed determined to do 
nothing but aliow the breeze to waft us gently 
on, Whilst we retired to our 2 
of having fine weather, and of airiving 


in two days. But we — 
without to consideration the 
of Molus ‘at season of the year, and in the 
space of forty hours we had not made more 
than seven leayues. Having passed the point 
of the Delta, we entered the Rosetta, which is 
hefe superb, and twice as wide as the Seine at 
Port Royal. The navigation of the Nile is con- 
sidered dangerous, and numerous casualties oo- 
cur every year; but, in my opinion, these are 
occasioned by the miserable rigging of the boats 
and the Want of pulleys on the sail-yards, which 
obliges’ the boatmen to ascend to the 
top of the masts to brail tip the sails, The 
shotes of the Nile arise perpendicularly about 
two or three feet above the water, and are com- 
poset of soft, friable earth; and, as a landing 
could easily be effected, we formed a party to 
travel on foot during the slow progress of navi- 
gation, in order to pass away the time. A few 
strokes of te oars were sufficient to us to 
the shore, whereon we leaped with any 
udle from the deck. 
promenades sometimes procured 
bie surprises: sometimes, a village of 
elilahs aroused our curiosity ¢ at othe a 
greup of women with water-jugs would su 
ly Veil themselves at our approach: and often, 
in woods of palm-trees, we gathered luscious 
fruit reddened by the sun. Then, from a ebeen 
eminence, or perchance a sand hill, we saw un- 
rolling before us, in its majestic e expanse, this 
river, which s from whence no one knows, 
whicb runs a length of 500 leagues without a — 
gle trivutary, i unh ite slime, has 
ormed the fertile Delta, and which brings life, 
abundance, the blessings of Heaven, on all the 
it waters. It is said the shores of the 
e are mohotonots. It is true they present 
no vatiety of sites, and are as flat as the plains 
of Holiand; but no country like this offers 
such changing aspects eh year. I§ must be 
seen in the five seasons (for there are no less 
than five) to become acquainted with its beauty, 
as there is no n a Pasha dressed u 
vestments rich as these, with so many orna- 
ments of gold and amber and rainbow-glories. 
“Imagine, O Prince of the Faithful,“ wrote 
Amrou to the Caliph Omar, who had demandea 
of him a nee of Egypt, “ immagine a unt 
which is in turn the i of a —4— 
plain of liquid silver, a black and elt 4 * 
een poe prairie, a parterre of flowers, and 
eldé covéred with yellow grain.” Thanks to 
the contrary winds, we were afforded ad- 
mirable opportunities. of studying many 
characteristics of this country, and it must be 
acknow!t that the luxu of vegetation has 
been considerably inereased in latter by 
the intelligence of Mehemet Ali and his son, 
who have imported many foreign —— and 
these, in addition to those of the native soll, 
ferm extensive monopolies, 
After entering our boat the wind began to 
blow as if it would take us back to Cairo. The 
next „ however, ft became calm, and 
the boatmen took their oars and rowed un- 
ceasingly for hours. When, at moments, a 
breeze seemed about to * up from the 
south, they would hoist seating them- 
selves around the mast, 8 jovially to- 
gether. At other times, rushing to the shore 
they hauled the boat along by means of a rope, 
until some of our party, touched with pity as 
thé sweat dropped from them, begged them to 
stop and rest. Then the BA po take their oars 
and improvise songs, were melancholy 
chants, breathed forth in — with the dripping 
oars. At each stanza, all repeated the refrain; 
and sometimes, on awaketiing in the middle of 
the night, I heard the low, soft melody of these 
boat men of the Nile. I often left my cabin at 
this time to go on deck, where the Reis, seated 
at the helm, the oarsmen, ben over 
their i mingling the charm of their 
native odies with the sound of the waters, 
silvered by the moonlight:

The Words were thus eo to me d 
our dragoman on one occasion. Repose was al! 
around us, and no other sound mingled with 
these chants but the sound of oars and moan- 
ing of the waters. Below me rolled the silver 
tide The shores, darkened in obscurity, had 
disappeared. Nothing was to be seen but the 
luminous waters of the Nile, the stars shining 
in its waves,—the stars shining in the heavens; 
and from time to time groups of palm-trees, 
with their straignt trunks and rounded summits 
resembling the domes of solitary temples in this 
vast expanse. 

We advanced but slowly, the wind coming 
ceaselessiy from the north. Instead of ending 
our voyage in forty-eight hours, we found our- 
selves, on the fourth day, in front or Fouah, 
which was once the centre of commerce be- 
tween Cairo and the Mediterranean. The canal. 
of Mahmoudich bas ruined it. Desiring to ar 
rive in Alexandria in time te take the next 
steamboat to Marseilles, we resolved to 
don our slow means of transportation at 
feh, and rent one of those light boats dada 
ing to the English Company, which ere drawn 
by post-horses. These cost enough, but they 
speed 121 er price of t e boat to 

Alexandria, which is twenty-five leagues dis- 
tant, 30 francs, aud 66 francs for the 
horses. In less than an hour, during which 
time we admired the picturesque houses built 
on the hills which bordered the canal, our * 
gage was t sported to a pretty boat, iight 
a caique, and comfortable as everything is which 
belongs to England.

The Turkey, pure and simple, roasted and 
boned, hot and cold, stuffed and unstuffed, 
stands as the symbol of this day throughout 
this entire land, which has been ordered to be 
thankful, wholesale by the President and 
retail by the Governors of the respective 
States. All its associations in the past clus- 
ter about Turkey. All its ambitions this 
morning centre about Turkey. All its recol- 
lections to-morrow will date back to Turkey. 
Why the Turkey should have been selected, 
however, as an emblem of gratitude on this 
day, does not clearly appear, except that our 
ancestors may have cherished the absurd 
idea that a Turkey is better than a hen. 
The Turkey is not a native bird, but a for- 
eigner, who made his way here two or three 
hundred years ago from the West Indies, 
along with rum, tarantulas, and guava jelly. 
He is not a bird of whom a cook with a 
truly artistic nature would boast. If 
he be stuffed with. oysters and nuts, 
or if he be flanked with cranber- 
ries, jellies, sweet potatoes, vegetables, 
and fruits, he can be made tolerably palata- 
ble, and may be washed down with cham- 
pagne. Even then his second joint alone 
rises: to a high gastronomic standard, and 
the rest of him is good for—cata.

We hinted at the time the genéral railroad 
combination was announced that the Eastern 
trunk lines would not find it an easy matter 
to extort from Western producers and ship- 
pers all the profits on grain and meats ship- 
ped to the East and abroad during the close of 
lake navigation. We mentioned among other 
means of protection at the command of the 
Western shippers the new trunk line between 
Chicago and New Orleans, owned and oper- 
ated by the Illinois ‘Oentral Road. It now 
appears that the greed of the Eastern roads 
has already become 80 aggressive as to induce 
the Illinois Central people to negotiate for 
the establishment of a regular line of steam- 
ships between New Orleans and Liverpool 
during the winter. The average voy- 
age from New Orleans to Liverpool 
is not more than five or six days long- 
er than from New Tork to Liverpool, 
and, as, he delivery of grain when sold in the 
West can be regulated ateoordingly, the differ- 
ence in time will be no particular objection 
to the Southern route when there is a ma- 
terial difference in rates. The Mlinois Cen- 
tral will have special facilities and advan- 
tages for gathering the corn on its way 
through Middl and Southern Illinois; and, 
as it operates an Iowa line through to Sioux 
City, with a direct connection at Dubuque 
with its main line, it will have equal advan- 
tages for carrying the wheat of Iowa and 
that of a part of Minnesota and Wisconsin.

‘A WARNING TO PERJURERS. 

„The sentence of Rosgar L. Cas, late 
President of the Security Life-Insurance 
Company in New York, to five years at hard 
labor in State’s Prison ought to have a salu- 
tary effect upon the business community. 
The circumstances which led to hie trial and 
conviction have been related in these col- 
umns. He certified under oath to the truth 
of certain statements concerning the finan- 
cial condition of his Company. These state- 
ments were false. Mr. Case knew, or ought 
to have known, that they were false, when 
he swore that they were true. In the eye of 
the law it makes no difference whether he 
had personal knowledge of the facts or not. 
Being in a position to know, and swearing 
that he did know, and failing to know, he 
was criminally responsible the same as if he 
had known and sworn falsely. The discrep. 
ancies in the Security statement were 80 
glaring that it is incredible that Mr. Casz 
was ignorant of them; and it is 
this ground that many men will choose to oc- 
cupy in justifying the severe sentence. But 
the law is right ‘n making no discrimination 
between willful ignorance and absolute 
knowledge in the perjurer. If the moral 
sense of the community had not béen blunt- 
ed by the frequent occurrence of breaches of 
trust of late years, there could hardly be any 
dispute upon this proposition. 

The penalty for perjury would be practic- 
ally abolished, and the crime wiped off from 
the statute-books, if it were held that neglect 
to ascertain the truth, when the truth could 
be easily ascertained, constituted a sufficient 
excuse. Oaths of a troublesome nature 
might, under this practice, be made by 
proxy ; and the proxy be chosen for his con- 
venient ignorance of the subjects of which he 
claimed to have personal knowledge. The 
object of swearing witnesses, it is evident, is 
to insure a truthful statement, and those 
persons are sworn who are supposed to 
know the truth. If they do not know it, 
and falsely testify as if they did, they com- 
mit as heinous an offense as when they state 
the opposite of their knowledge. The es- 
sence of perjury does not consist in stating 
what one knows to be false, but in stating 
what one does not know to be true; for the 
inquiry in al) cases is after the truth. In the 
last analysis, both forms of perjury are the 
same. Both involve injurious falsehoods, 
and one is as likely to pervert the course of 
justice as the other. Mr. Caan himself 
would realize that the distinction which his 
counsel attempted to draw was arbitrary and 
fictitious if it were offered to him in a busi- 
ness way. If a person seeking life insurance 
of the Security Company should swear 
to the perfect health of himself and 
of all the members of his family, 
and give minute descriptions of their 
physical symptoms, Mr. Casz would not 
probably acquit the applicant on learning 
that he was a foundling, and kpew not father 
or mother, sister or brother. Yet the fraud 
in this case would be far less injurious than 
that which Mr. Cass committed when he 
swore that the assets of the Security Com- 
pany were abundant, it being at that time 
virtually insolvent. In delivering sentence, 
Judge Davis said: ‘‘ The only excuse offer- 
ed ig that you were possibly ignorant of the 
real state of the case, and deceived by your 
subordinates. That excuse may be one to 
be accepted bya higher than earthly tribunal, 
but, in the preservation of the requirements 
of law, and in the protection the Courts owe 
to the people, it is necessary that such igno- 
rance should not be accepted.” This dictum 
is only wrong in assuming that a higher 
than earthly tribunal” ought to take a dif- 
ferent view of the case. “A higher than 
earthly tribunal” will have cognizance of 
repentance on Mr. Cass part, which is not 
within the purview of our courts; but a 
higher than earthly tribunal” cannot make 
the offense different from what it is, or ac- 
cept excuses not founded on justice, any 
more than an earthly tribunal can. 

The conviction of Mr. Casz is valuable as 


| showing that the moral sense of the country 


is beginning to recover from the shock which

Americans are demonstrative in their devo- 


tion to republicanism in the abstract, but 
the so-called ‘‘ colony” in Paris is made up 
mostly of old residents of the city, engaged 
in business or devoted to pleasure, to whom 
in both respects the Napoleonic regime af- 
forded the most ample opportunities. Paris 
was never dull under the Empire, as it was 
an essential part of the system to keep all 
men and women either busy or lively. The 
opera and theatres were liberally subsidized, 
the license of metropolitan life un- 
checked, improvements were constantly go- 
ing on, the city was always full of strangers, 
the public fetes were numerous and gor- 
geous, business was good, and the Ameri- 
cans were especially favored at the Tuileries 
as well as fleeced at the hotels and laughed 
at in the drawing-rooms. It was under 
these circumstances that the permanent 
American residents acquired a fondness for 
the Napoleonic system, which has induced 
them to side rather with the Bonapartist 
faction than any other under the Republic. 

While it is not likely that Gen. Grant has 
taken any position that would compromise 
him, or, indeed, that he shares the sym- 
pathies of the old American residents of 
Paris, it is not unlikely that, having placed 
himself in the hands of Minister Noxzs, with 
the active assistance of Dentist Evans, who 
appears to be an indefatigable tuft-hunter, 
he has been more identified with the Bona- 
partist faction than he would have consented 
to had “he been fully posted as to 
the situation. Another circumstance which 
contributed to bring about this result is 
that the Government is practically in the 
hands of the Bonapartists, under MacMa- 
non, so that every official attention shown 
him necessarily has the effect of associating 
him with that faction. In fact, the an- 
nouncement that the Marshal-President was 
to put in ah appearance at the American 
Minister's, on the occasion of the first re- 
ception given to Gen. Grant, was sufficient 
to induce the prominent Republicans to 
remain away. But the dinner given Gen. 
Grant by Emm pe Gum on Tuesday 
ought to do much to remove the impreasion 
that the distinguished American guest has 
any disposition to favor the Bonapartists as 
aclique. At that dinner a number of the 
most distinguished Republican leaders, in- 
cluding Gampetta, Grevy, and Wappie- 
Ton, were present, and GamszTta’s speech 
was enthusiastic in the association of Gen. 
Grant’s name and career with republican 
lawfulness. 

But these politico-social complications are 
not the only annoyances to which Gen. 
Grant has been subjected in Paris. He has 
been forced to submit to poor dinners, 
which, bad enough in any country and at 
any time, are peculiarly exasperating in a 
city that has the best cuisinein the world, 
and among a people who ought to be able 
to command the choicest in the market. 
Nevertheless, all testimony seems to agree 
that the dinner engineered by Dr. Evans at 
the'Grand Hotel was as shabby as an enter- 
tainment that might be gotten up by Chicago 
Aldermen in honor of the King of the Sand- 
wich Islands. A dinner that is called at 
7:80 and doesn’t begin till 9, where the dishes 
are cold, the service slow, the wine scant, 
everything of a poor quality, including the 
speeches which are the worse for being 
long,—and such a dinner in Paris of all 
places, where feasts fit for the gods may be 
obtained in restaurants à la carte, amounts 
to a personal indignity; and Gen. Grant 
would be warranted in taking unceremonious 
leave of the country, of in insisting that 
the American colony shall leave him to his 
own resources,

only six miles, open behind them, it was im- 
possible to intercept their retreat. After the 
capture, therefore, of Telis on the Loth ult., 
of Gorny Dubnik on the 24th, and of this place 
yesterday, the investment of Pleyna may be 
regarded as complete. The Sofia road is now 
entirely closed. If Osman Pasha has still 70,000 
men, including sick,—and that is calculated to 
be his strength, even after the capture of three 
battalions during the last wceek,—his difficultics 
from the want of provisions will soon become 
serious. He ig supposed to be yet supplied for 
one month; but even now, after every heavy 
fall of rain, Turkish deserters come over 
in shoals. They say they get nothing 
very barely 
clothed, they cannot stand cold and starva- 
tion combimed. The deserters are princi- 
pally Redifs or Landwehrmen; the troops of 
the line, being well clothed, hold together bet- 
ter. A pregnant sign of the general demoral- 
ization is, that, for tne first time in this war, at 
least in European Turkey, seven battalions at 
Gorny Duknik and five at Telis laid down their 
arms without attempting to cut their way 
turough. At Telis a ludicrous incident hap- 
pened: A Turkish battalion which had re- 
tired from the field early and secured its re- 
treat, on hearing an hour afterwards of the 
general surreuder, marched back and laid down 
its arms with the rest. 

I send you some details of the battle of Gorny 
Dubnik on the 24th. The place was the centre 
of the defenses on the Soua road,—this piace, 
Dolny Dubnik on the east, and Telis ou the 
west, being its outlying posts. It was strongly 
intrenched, with a principal redoubt of 400 
yards outside, and a smali, bigh redoubt inside. 
This was flanked at about 1,600 yards on 
each side by a smaller redoudt, while lines of 
shelter-trenches and detached rifie-pits, extend- 
ing over two miles, made up a very formidable 
position. The whole of this faced south, cover- 
ing the little Village of Gorny Dubnik, which 
lies in a holiow behind. It was hela by about 
twelve battalions of Turks, under Chefket 
Pasus himself, but who left the place early in 
the day. His troops fougut under Achet Feogi 
Pasha, a very respectable soldier of 55, who did 
his duty well. Chefket’s absence did not make 
much difference to his men, who fought well for 
seven hours, as Orientals always do behind 
walls. Tuey bad only four guns in all in 
the central redoubt. Gen. Gourko crossed 
the Vid at the shallows near the Village of 
Chirakoo at 6a. m. of the 24th. The troops 
engaged were: The Second Division of the 
Guards, viz.: the Moscow Grenadiers, Fauloff 
and Finiand Regiments. and the Preobajenskj 
Regiment of the First Division, each of four 
battalions, and the Guard Tirailleur Brigade,— 
twenty-four battalionsin all,—with sixty-four 
guns, and ove regiment of cavalry, the Lanvers 
of the Grand-Duke Nicholas. The attack was 
ordered for 1 o’clock, sv as to give the artillery 


full time to operate; but the same mistake oc- - 


curred bere as at Plevna on the IIth of Septem- 
ber. The impetuosity of young troops ieebly 
handled was not to be restrained. At 11a. m. 
the Grenadier Regiment, which was on the Rus- 
sian left, took the right redoubt with a rush. 
‘Lhev immediately came under an awful fusil- 
tade from the central redoubt commanding 
it, and, what was worse, the whole 
artillery fire of their left wing was at once 
neutralized. Consequenfly, the fight languish- 
ed. The Moscow Regiment, which followed the 
Grenadiers, took more to the right, and en- 
deavored, under cover of the banks and aitches 
of the chaussee, to storm the central redoubi; 
but they only added to the slauguter. The 
Turkish rifie-fire from the left redoubt took 
them in flank and rear, and strewed the road 
thick with corses. The artillery fire of the Rus- 
sian ‘right wing was continued ail this time; 
and the right column, consisting of the Paulo 

and Finland Regiments, getting round by the 
ravines of the little streams on which Gorny 
Dubmik lies, swarmed up the glacis of the 
great redoubt to within 200 yards; but the 
commanding fire of the inside redoubt Kept 
them also in check, and, losing hundreds of 
men aud scores of officers, they could not gain 


an inch of ground. 


Such is the effect of breechloading rifie-fire 
out of the feeblest intrenchments against men 
who try torush over the intervening ground. 
It is mere butchery; all must 2 down before 
the bullets; and the Russian infantry lose so 
many men because, magnificent on parade, and 
drilied to maneuvre on smooth ground to an 
inch, they have not yet learnt even the elements 
of the new tactics. An infantry corps which is 
not in the hands of its section commanders in 
such a. case is helplessly destroyed. Each suc- 
cessive wave of men in disorder merely adds to 
the casualties.
